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PREFACE 


This book is the first historical atlas for Ohio. But of course there 
have been many maps and charts in which Ohio has had an important part. Prin- 
cipal assistance has been in United States Census Reports for the various 
decades and in the work of the Ohio Development and Publicity Commission. 
Other aids have been the many books on Ohio, in which the principal ones for 
Our purpose have been Randall and Ryan, History of Ohio (1912), Wittke, ed., 
History of Ohio (1942) and Roseboom and Weisenberger, History of Ohio (1934, 
1953). All have contributed to the crystallizations presented here and are 
greatly appreciated. It is regretted that the urgency of demand for materials 
for use in the schools and for teacher—training has restricted personal con— 
sultations with others in the field of Ohio History, as is the fact that it 
has been done in mimeograph because regular publishers feared restricted sales 
would not justify regular publication. 


The aim has been to emphasize Ohio in recent times as the Ohio in which 
there is the most interest, but it is realized that full understanding and 
appreciation must be based on knowledge of the stages through the state has 
passed, Hence there are more maps on the period since 1898 than on all earlier 
history. Stress on maps as a principal agency in visual education has been 
evident only since World War I. Somewhat like pictures, maps are peculiar in 
that one alone is static; it takes a succession of them to reveal development 
or change. Here the maps are presented mostly by subject matter arranged in 
chronological sequence, in seven groups as conditions move from geography anc 
early inhabitants, through explorers and early settlers to settled communities 
with little contact with the rest of the world, to standards of older commun- 
ities with their roads, canals, railways, churches and schools, modern farming 
and industry, professions, business, and social and political associations, 


Even though Ohio is the major interest, it has been judged best always 
to link Ohio with the United States and the world of which it has been a part. 
In that fashion Ohio can throw light on general trends and receive effects 
of outside conditions on itself. Whether the presentation has been a balanced . 
one must remain a matter of opinion, At any rate it is noped that the maps are 
geared together to present a moving picture of existing conditions. 


The matter of index has presented a peculiar problem in that the small- 
ness of the area anc extreme mobility of Ohioans has reduced the usual stress 
on place and left more room for the what in the development. Hence the rather 
unusual Contents-Index pages which attempt to relate developments by emphasiz— 
ing subject matter in chronological sequence. Since map number and page number 
have been made the same for convenient thumbing of the pages, numbers appear 
at right side of page only.

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GENERAL SUGGESTIONS FOR HAND-COLORING OR FINISHING ATLAS MAPS IN SCHOOLS 


The color adds life and attractiveness to maps and gives the person do- 
ing the colorir* a chance to sce and appreciate the data there as part of the 
whole development. 


It is intended that color apply to areas primarily. All maps are in 
black and white. The black expresses the development; the white is the back- 
ground, The black is in verious forms; stipple, lines, enclosures, shéding, 
curves, names and letterings, at times with arrows to indicate direction of 
movement. Generally only the stippled and non-stippled areas are to be color-— 
ed, and lightly enough so as not to obscure the data in black beneath it. 


There _ are not more than three forms of stipple: 
1. The heaviest is to be colored, lightly with blue, as to be shown 
on #2 3,40, 18,19, 7lyate. 
2. The next lighter _stipple would be colored with orange, as for #s

3. The next lighter stipple would be colored with green, as for 42. 

4, The land area with no Wet dS would be colored yellow, as for 
#s 33, 34, 39, 40, 27. 

Exceptions: 

1. When Ohio appears on a larger area (as on United States map) 
and has no stipple, as on #s 30, 31, color it pink for emph- 
asis and location. 

ee DO not color water area unless it is stippled, because posit- 
ive color there tends to distract from the main fact.
